ELECTION petition under Section 80 of Act XLIII of 
1951 for declaration of the whole election 
as void, in which Shri Hira Singh Pal, Res- 
pondent No. 1, and Shri Ram Das, Respon- 
dent No. 2 were declared elected from the 
Solan Constituency for the Himachal Pradesh 
State Legislative Assembly : 


Sheweth as under : — 

1 That from the Solan Constituency for the Himachal 
Pradesh State Legislative Assembly Shri Hira Singh Pal 
and Shri Ram Das, Respdt. 1 and 2 were returned aa 
elected, the latter being for the seat reserved for 
Schedule Caste. The result of the election was published 
in the Government of India Gazette dated the 20th De- 
cember, 1951. 

2. That the petitioner was one of the candidates at 
the aforesaid election and as such he is making this 
petition. 

3. (a) That all the respondents were the other candi- 
dates duly nominated and as such they have been im- 
pleaded. 

(b) That the nomination paper of Shri Gopal Chand 
Respdt. 7 was rejected on scrutiny on October 17, 1951. 

(c) That it was stated that Respondents, 8, 9 and 10 
had withdrawn their candidature within ,'the 1 .time 
fixed. So only 7 candidates, namely, petitioner and 
Respondents 1 to 6 were declared as contesting candi- 
dates. Respondents 2, 5 and 6 were from the Schedule 
Castes. 


4. (a) That the return of election expenses was pre- 
maturely lodged by Shri Hira Singh Pal, Respdt. 1, with 
the Returning Officer at Kasumpt on December 14, 1951, 
and the fact of such lodging was noflfled in the Gazette 
of India in February 1952. 

(b) That the return of election expenses was lodged 
by Shri Ram Das, Respdt. 2, with the Returning Officer, 


on or about January 29, 1952 and the fact of such lodging 
was notified in the Gazette of India. 

(c) That for purposes of limitation ip this case clause 
(b) of Rule 119 of the Representation of the People 
(Conduct of Elections and Election Petitions) Rules 1951, 
would apply and so the petition made within 105 days 
from December 20, 1951 (namely within 60 days from 
the expiration of 45 days’ time specified for the lodg- 
ing of the returns of election expenses) is within time. 

5. That the petitioner relies upon the following grounds 
for declaring the election to be wholly void : — 

(I) The result of the election has been materially affec- 
ted by the improper rejection of the nomination paper df 
Shri Gopal Chand, Respondent No. 7 in these words: — 

“ Rejected in view of article 191 (a) of the Constitu- 
tion being an employee of Punjab University 
not declared eligible to contest by competent 
authority .” 

Article 191 applies to Part A ” States. By Section 17 
of the Government of Part 4 C ’ States Act, XLIX of 1952, 
the disqualifications mentioned in Article 102 applied to 
Himachal Pradesh. The finding of the Returning Officer 
that as employee of the Punjab University, Shri Gopal 
Chand Respdt. 7 held an office of profit under the Govern- 
ment of the Punjab State is erroneous and untenable. 

(II) That the result of the election has been materially 
affected by the improper acceptance of the under-men- 
tioned nomination paRers which were liable to be re- 
jected for the reasons given opposite each of them herein 
below : —

(1) RhriJRam Pa* Roapdt. No. 2. (i) in item No. 1 the constituency was 

Nomination paper No. 48 only wrongly described as Solan (Reserved), 
one filed. (ii) in item No. 2 father’s name shown 

as Rbrl Jai Ram Pas, but, really the 
father of Shri Ram Pan is Rhri Japan 
Pas. Shri Ram Pas eon of Shri .Tagan- 
das is not an elector. Hence not 
entitled to stand. 

(Hi) In Item No. 8 the Schedule Caste 
was not ment.ined. 


(2) Shri Phagu Ram Respdt. No. 5 (i) The appointment of election agent 
Nomination Paper No. 181 was not clear, namely whether he 
(only one filed), appointed himaelf aa election agent 6r 

Somebody else. 


(8) Shri Keahav Ram, Respondent, (f) The appointment of election agent 
No. fi. Nomination papera 2 was not dear whether he appointed 
(two) 102 and 103. himself or somebody else as election 

agent. 


(4) Shri N. N. Mohan Respdt. No. (i) In all the nomination papers the 
8. Nomination Papers (six) appointment of election agent of Shri 
Nos. 31, 32, 83. 84, 35 and 30. V. R. Mohan wan shown hut the ap- 
pointment waa not in Form 5-A spe- 
cially prescribed for the purpose by 
Rule IT -A on 10-9-51. There was no 
acceptance by the agent named. 

(5) Shri T. L. Kriplani Respdt. (i) In all the nomination papers ap. 

No. 0. Nomination papers pointmont of election agent of Shri 
(three) Nos. 84, 35, and 30. 0. K. Swami was shown. But the 

appointment was not in Form 5-A 
specially proscribed for the purpose 
by Rulo 11- A on 10-9-51. Therewas 
no acceptance by tho agent named. 


(0) Shri Jagdish Respdt.. No. 10. (t) In all the nomination papers ap- 
Nomlnation papers (eight) Nos pointment of Shri Jang Bahadur ae 
87, 88, 89, 90, 91, 92, 93 and 04 elootion agent was shown, But the 

appointment was not in Form fl-A spe- 
cially prescribed for the purpose by 
Rule 11-A on 10-9-51. There was no 
acceptance by the agent named. 


(Ill) The withdrawal notice of Shri N. N. Mohan, T. L. 
Kriplani, and Jagdish respondents 8 to 10 not having 
been in the form presented and not having been properly 
presented, the withdrawal notices should have been 
ignored and their ballot boxes should have been placed. 


(IV) That the election has not been a free election by 
reasons of : — 


(a) Un due influence extensively prevailing on the part 
of various officials interested in Shri Hira Singh Pal, 
Respdt. No. 1. 

(b) Coercion and intimidation exercised on the tenants 
by threats held out that if they voted for the petitioner 
the lands in their occupancy will be taken awav from 
thftfn and that the petitioner was a Dro-muslim and as such 
if anybody voted for him he would vote for Muslims and 

would incur divine displeasure. 

(V) That the result of the election has been materially 
affected by the corrupt and illegal practices detailed in 
the list attached hereto. 
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(VI) That the result of the election has been materially 
affected by the following facts : — 

(i) At Chandi polling station the voters from village 
Cheoni were sent away and not allowed to vote because 
the name of the village in the electoral roll appeared a.i 
Sapatu. 

(ii) At Solan Brewery Polling Station the voters from a 
whole village were sent away and not allowed to vote. 

(ili) At Bani (Kunihar) the voters were wrongly in- 
formed to come on a different date than fixed for polling 
and w r erc thus deprived of their right to vote, 

(iv) Propaganda at Solan Bazar within 100 yards on the 
election day by loudspeakers was allowed by the officers. 

(v) The polling programme was not duly and properly 

announced. 

(vi) Not holding the polling continuously from 8 A.M 
to 5 P.M. but in many stations closing the polling during 
the day for an hour or so. 

(vii) Canvassing within 100 yards on the day of election 
was allowed at Kunehar polling station. 

(viii) There being no village by the name of Kunehar 
the fixing of polling station for Kunehar caused confusion 
and many voters did not know where to go and hence 
could not vote. 

(ix) The Presiding Officer at Barotiwala took meals with 
Shri Chintamani candidate. 

(x) There was no secrecy of polling maintained at 
Kunehar polling station as the Presiding Officer Shri 
Ram Saroop Magistrate, kept standing most of the time 
near the ballot boxes and watched the dropping of the 
ballot papers in the various 1 boxes. 

(xi) The polling at Barotiwala (Mahlog) took place In 
the house of Shri Chintamani candidate’s father’s house. 

(xii) There is discrepancy in the total number of ballot 
papers issued by the respective presiding officers and the 
total number of ballot papers got out of the ballot boxes 
at the time of counting. The difference is of over 1100 
papers, 

6. That the return of expenses lodged by Shri Hira Singh 
Pal Respdt. No. 1 was filed before the date of the Gazette 
notifying the result of the election. Along with the 
return only one declaration by him as a candidate was 
filed by him, but not the other which he as his own 
election agent had to make. The respondent No. 1, there- 
fore, is liable to be disqualified on that score. 

It is prayed, therefore, that it may be declared that the 
whole election is void.
